Early  commencement  ceremonies  at  the  University  of  Maryland 
were  marked  with  great  fanfare  and  celebration.  The  faculty  gave 
huge  banquets  for  the  graduates  the  night  before  the  event.  The 
following  morning,  crowds  gathered  to  watch  the  young  graduates 
parade.  It  was  a  gala  social  occasion,  attracting  not  only  friends  and 
relatives,  but  also  the  fashionable  elite  of  the  day.  At  the  ceremony, 
prayers  were  recited,  speeches  were  made  and  honorary  degrees  were 
awarded  to  distinguished  figures  from  across  the  country.  Finally,  as 
the  audience  cheered  and  threw  flowers,  the  graduates  came  forward 
to  collect  their  Latin-inscribed  degrees.

ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

The  black  caps  and  gowns  worn  by  the  students  and  faculty  in  the 
academic  procession  have  been  the  traditional  costume  of  scholars 
since  the  Middle  Ages.  The  ordinary  dress  of  the  scholar,  whether 
student  or  teacher,  was  similar  to  that  of  a  cleric.  Caps  and  gowns 
were  probably  worn  to  keep  students  warm  in  unheated  buildings. 
Many  medieval  scholars  were  tonsured,  like  monks,  and  hoods  served 
to  cover  their  shaved  heads  until  the  skullcap  later  took  its  place.  Even 
after  the  Civil  War,  most  students  at  American  universities  wore  caps 
and  gowns  daily  while  in  residence.  These  varied  in  design  until  the 
American  Intercollegiate  Commission  standardized  them  in  1894.  At 
that  time  it  was  decided  that  all  robes  would  be  black.  Colors  on  the 
trim  of  the  gown  were  also  standardized  to  indicate  the  scholar's 
academ  ic  discipline. 

The  tassel  may  also  be  colored  to  represent  an  academic  discipline 
or  it  may  be  black.  Officially,  the  tassel  is  permitted  "to  lie  where 
it  will"  on  the  mortarboard.  However,  numerous  institutions  have 
adopted  the  practice  of  having  degree  candidates  wear  the  tassel  on 
the  right  front  side  at  the  start  of  the  commencement  ceremony  and 
then  shift  them  to  the  left  side  after  degrees  are  awarded. 

SENIOR  MARSHALS 

Elected  through  a  nomination  process,  senior  marshals  are  leaders 
who  play  an  important  role  in  the  graduation  ceremony.  They  assist 
in  organizing  the  thousands  of  graduates,  leading  them  smoothly 
through  the  commencement  procession.  They  also  supply  extra 
caps  and  hoods,  as  well  as  bobby  pins  to  keep  headwear  secure.

ZAINABHOSSEINI  /  STUDENT  SPEAKER 


zainab  hosseini,  born  in  Tehran  to  Mexican- 
American  and  Turkish  Iranian  parents,  speaks 
three  languages.  She  entered  college  at  age 
15,  she's  worked  with  refugees  in  Iran  and 
she's  volunteered  with  indigenous  children  in 
Mexico. 

"Since  I  was  a  child,  my  mom  got  us 
involved  in  our  community,"  she  says.  "Even 
in  summers  when  I  went  back  to  visit  family, 
I  would  go  out  and  find  places  to  help." 

A  family  science  major  and  black  women's 
studies  minor,  Hosseini  says  the  course 
"Race  and  the  Juvenile  Justice  System,"  fol- 
lowed by  her  family's  move  to  inner-city 
Baltimore,  helped  solidify  her  desire  to  work 
in  underserved  communities.  It  was  then 
Hosseini  was  able  to  see  the  inequities  she'd 
studied  in  class. 

"She  truly  understands  the  importance  of 
addressing  social  and  family  issues  related 
to  equity  among  various  populations,"  says 
Lauren  Doamekpor,  a  doctoral  candidate  who 
taught  Hosseini  in  a  research  methods  course. 

Hosseini  designed  a  study  abroad  program 
through  La  Universidad  de  las  Americas  in 


Mexico  last  spring.  She  had  a  great  experi- 
ence teaching  English  and  volunteering  in  an 
organization  for  families  in  crisis. 

"I  learn  so  much  when  working  with  kids," 
she  says. 

Locally,  she  helped  young  people  as  a 
team  leader  for  America  Reads*America 
Counts  and  as  a  mentor  in  Prince  George's 
County  elementary  schools. 

"I  am  continually  astonished  by  the 
maturity,  intelligence,  resourcefulness  and 
dedication  of  this  19-year-old,"  says  Latifa 
Barnett,  an  adjunct  professor  at  Montgomery 
College,  from  which  Hosseini  transferred. 

She  plans  to  enroll  in  a  joint  master's  of 
social  work  and  law  degree  program  after 
taking  time  off  for  spiritual  studies  and  to 
travel.  Hosseini  may  not  be  sure  of  her  spe- 
cific career  path,  but  knows  it  will  reflect  her 
upbringing. 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  she  will  continue  to 
prove  successful  in  all  of  her  future  pursuits 
and  make  a  major  contribution  to  the  world," 
says  Barnett.

mi  u.s.  navai  \<  vdemy  lifted  the  TV 

restrictions  for  its  freshmen  on  July  20,  1969, 
so  all  midshipmen  could  watch  the  historic 
Apollo  11  moon  landing.  For  young  Ken 
Reightler,  seeing  men  fly  to  the  moon  "made 
a  lot  of  things  in  my  head  click." 

As  the  son  and  grandson  of  naval  veterans, 
serving  in  the  Navy  came  naturally  to  him. 
Reightler  wasn't  as  clear,  though,  about  how 
to  meld  his  interest  in  flight,  the  country's 
burgeoning  space  program  and  his  strengths 
in  math  and  science. 

"I  started  looking  at  resumes  of  people 
who  were  in  the  space  program.  What 
did  they  do?  What  did  they  study? 
Reightler,  the  Robert  A.  Heinlein  chair  in  the 
academy's  aerospace  engineering  department 
"A  path  started  to  take  form  for  me." 

After  graduating  in  1973,  he  entered  the 
Navy's  aviator  flight  training  program. 
Reightler  later  became  a  test  pilot,  studied 
aeronautical  engineering  in  graduate  school 
and  then  served  as  a  the  chief  flight  instruc- 
tor at  the  U.S.  Naval  Test  Pilot  School.  In 

he  joined  the  NASA  astronaut  program, 


piloting  two  shuttle  missions  before  retiring 
from  the  Na\  \  to  work  for  I  ockheed  Martin 
as  a  senior  executive.  Reightler  joined  the 
academy  this  summer,  sharing  his  expertise 
and  experience  with  another  generation. 
"It  provides  me  an  opportunity  to  give 
back,"  he  says.  "I  can  explain,  'This  is  possible 
and  this  is  how  you  do  it.'  1  have  the  opera- 
tional knowledge  in  addition  to  the  theoretical. 
I've  built  it,  tested  it  and  flown  it." 

Reightler,  "a  true  son  of  Maryland,"  was 
born  in  St.  Mary's  County  to  parents  whose 
families  have  been  in  the  state  for  genera- 
tions.

The 
series  of  test  flights  by  Gamera  II  were 
preparation  for  an  attempt  at  the  $250,000 
Sikorsky  Prize,  which  requires  a  vehicle 
to  hover  for  one  minute  within  a  10-meter 
square  while  momentarily  reaching  a  height 
of  3  meters  (9.8  feet). 

The  MPowering  the  State  initiative  between 
the  University  of  Maryland  and  the 
University  of  Maryland,  Baltimore  continues 
to  grow  A  collaborative  School  of  Public 
Health  was  unveiled  in  October,  offer- 
ing graduate  students  at  both  campuses 
expanded  education,  research,  service  and 
training  opportunities.  Just  announced  is

The  second  type  is  the  research  doctorate  representing  prolonged  periods  of  advanced 
study,  A  dissertation  that  usually  accompanies  the  study  is  intended  to  contribute 
substantially  to  the  body  ot  knowledge  on  the  subject.
